NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The Rev. S. Singer, to whom the community is already indebted for 
several happy innovations within and outside the synagogue, has introduced 
a novelty in connection with the celebration of weddings, which might 
be generally adopted in this country. No one who has witnessed a 
marriage in a French Synagogue can fail to have been struck at the pretty 
idea of combining charity and rejoicing by means of a collection for benevo- 
lent purposes, undertaken by a number of young ladies belonging to the 
wedding party. It was this practice which Mr. Singer transplanted last 
week, with the slight deviation that the collection took place not during the 
solemnisation of the marriage, but in the course of the subsequent convivi- 
alities when all ‘‘ hearts were merry.” It is a question under which circum- 
stances, the religious or the festive, the yield of a collection would be the 
more fruitful, but there can be no differenca of opinion about its advantages. 
Our Gallic neighbours are adepts in coaxing money from the pockets of the 
charitable on the most appropriate occasions. Besides the collection at 
weddings, a quest is made in the Temple of the Rue de la Victoire, the 
fashionable synagogue of Paris, before the commencement of the service on 
the evening of the Day of Atonement, when the spacious edifice is crowded 
with worshippers whose hearts are attuned to pions deeds. In Holland the 
custom is extended to the private dwelling both on joyous and mournful 
occasions, the institution particularly benefited being the Central Jewish 
Orphan Asylum at Utrecht. Our own Orphan Asylum would hardly be in 
need even of a triennial festival were this custom followed in Jewish homes 
in England. 


On February 28th, 1714, at half-past six in the evening, an announce 
ment was made in the Frankfort Synagogue by the shul-klopfer, or official 
appointed to. summon the congregation to prayers. The time was just before 
the reading of the Book of Esther, and the announcement was that no 
children should knock Haman more than twice. The order, adds Schudt, 
was absolutely disregarded, and the children made noises long and often, at 
one point stamping for at least seven and a half minutes with indescribable 
vigour. It is hardly probable that the children would have been left to their 
own sweet will if their elders had seriously disapproved of their method of 
amusing themselves. This was the important consideration—that the chil- 
dren were having their fun. They would make pictures of Haman on wood 
and stone, or write his name thereon and clap them together until the figure 
or writing was obliterated. They would knock with hammers and with 
rattles, or even burn Haman in effigy. No doubt there was much that was 
reprehensible in these customs ; they looked ugly to an outsider, they were 
indecorous in the extreme, and their gradual abolition is a fact on which we 
may rejoice. But they were really not altogether so ugly as they seemed. 


Haman was the demon pour rire of the medieval Jews ; he had lost a 
good deal of his awfulness. Stamping him out was a childish joke that had

very little bitterness associated with it. One sees this from the réle that 
Haman plays in the Purim-spiel, Like the devil in the miracle-play 
Haman becomes the droll, the funny man who does things wrong and gets 
roughly served, like the pantaloon of modern pantomime. The noise 
that the children made does not essentially differ from what they did on 
Simchath Torah ; on both occasions they were allowed an outlet for their 
pent-up energies. The Jewish children can hardly have met much together 
except in the synagogue. Nowadays we are only gradually coming to see 
that something must be substituted for the old and rather uncouth ways in 
which the children were encouraged to identify themselves with the service of 
the Synagogue. Let us hope that in the newer form we may retain some of 
the old abandon; that in the excessive regard for decorum the children are 
not altogether chilled into silence. 


— 


Haman’s memory is still mentioned. with a curse in the ritnal, and this 
should be omitted, old though its insertion be. On Purim, we are told, one 
may make merry until no distinction remains between ‘Blessed is Mordecai ” 
and ‘“Oursed igs Haman.’’ It may be that part of the meaning of this is 
that joyronght svfully to pervade the mind of theqerrymaker that no room 
is left for unkind thoughts even of atypical and inveterate enemy. Joy and 
jollification is the very key-note of Purim. Some congregations went so far 
as to sing merry songs in the synagogue itself, inviting all to eat and drink 
In all the celebrations this note is struck. While, 
therefore, we would not for a moment defend the retention of the less amiable 
features, we are convinced that the disrespect shown to Haman was not the 
outcome of vengeful or spiteful feelings. A smile wouid light up the face of 
the worshippers, and there was no bitterness under it. The thing was a joke; 
a rather grim one no doubt, but on the whole innocent enough. Neverthe- 
less, as it gave rise to an unfavourable interpretation, it is well that the jest 
has played itself out, or at least is in process of doing so. 


- M. Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu in his article in the Reewe des Deux Mondes, 
which we have already briefly noticed, is justly proud of the fact that France 
was the first Kuropean nation to enfranchise the Jews, and reminds us that 
it is all but ahundred years since the famous decree of the Constituent Assembly. 
The 27th of September, 1801, we may remark en possant, is a centenary 
which our French coreligionists should scarcely leave unmarked. By the aid 
of a few statistics M. Leroy-Beaulien easily shows that the gravamen of the 
Jewish problem lies in hussia and Roumania, for, while he rightly sees that 


religions fanaticism is at the root of the matter, he is of opinion that: 


Judeophobia will always be strongest where the Jewish population is largest, 
the factors of racial and commercial antagonism coming there mere pro- 
minently into play. He enters upon a detailed comparison of the ethica! 
and spiritual characteristics of the rival creeds, and finds them pretty well 
matched not only theoretically, but in. their historical record for good and 
evil. His summing up is that Judaism makes for conservation of existing 
faiths and forms of society rather than for destruction, and that to look upon 


its tendency as one towards materialism is to misread the signs of the times. 


The real materialistic tendency is the neo-paganism of the age, the return 
to those conceptions of life against which Judaism was a revolt. The 
Frenchman is here in harmony with views not seldom put forward in onr 
own columns, and there are few but will agree with his conclusion that the 
religions should be rather allies than enemies. |

Wonld. nog 
our British indignation be roused at the attempt to pull down any of. these 
venerable buildings, beeause only poore people attend them and because the 
ground on which they stand is worth so much per foot? The speeches at the 
meeting f Yehidim beld on the 8th inst., the correspondence in the Jewish Press, 
show how universal and deep is the fecling against this scheme-of a cliqne who 
desire to establish a tine new synagegue at the West End without parting with 
a farthing of theirown money. When we wish to indulge in luxuries for which: 
we either cannot or will not pay, there is only one way of doing it, that is to 
make others pay. This is precisely what our respected Elders intend. Not one 
of them has yet offered to subscribe towards building a new West End Synagogue, 
but they are unanimous in voting for the demolition of the Bevis Marks Syna 
gogue, which was founded for all classes of Sephardim, and for the appropriation 
of the funds whieh they hold ¢m trust for our descendants, in order to raise a sum 
sufficient for their purpose. 

The congregants of the Portuguese Synagogue at Mildmay Park’have, after 
much solicitation, received from the Elders the munificent sum of @20 per annum 
for the Jast two years. Thenthe Elders took no interest in them, but nov, thtink- 
ing their votes may be of service to them, they offer to bribe them by a Vague 
promise of contributing further to their funds from an imaginary surplus whith 
is to be produced by their grand spoliation scheme. This interest in them is 


the draft of the scheme which was sent out when the meeting of Elders was 
eonvened. Let not our brethren of the North of London sell their birthright for 
a mess of potuge—let them not give their votes and belie their convictions at the 
bidding of those who have shown them how little they really care for them.

RELIGION CLASS TEACHERS. 
_ f0 THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Siz. —As one of the Honorary Secretaries to the Jewish Association for the 
ifusion of Religious Knowledge, I desire to offer some comment upon the 
iter in your issue of last Friday, signed “ M. R.” Your correspondent complains 
of the rate at which teachers under the Association: are paid. Phere is a fixed 
usle of salaries, ranging from £4 to £20 per annum. Teachers rise by incre- 
ments of £2 every two years until the maximum is reached, which in the case 
of males is £20 and females £16. In every case where such increment is with- 
held, it is. because the teacher in question has not fulfilled certain conditions. 
There is no doubt that the salaries are by no means large. But until very generous 
apport from the public is forthcoming, it is impossible to raise the scale. The 
Committee earnestly hope that the recently issued appeal for funds will be speedily 
responded to, and in such a manner as to enable the ever increasing demands for 
religious instruction to our poorer bretaren to be properly attended to. 

Your correspondent complains of the want of ‘‘ encouragement” which the 
teachers receive. A teacher who demands “ encouragement” to enable him or 
her to work properly is,as a rule, one who will probably be of not much good even 
when that encouragement is forthcoming. The Committee recognise, however, 
that it is desirable that the schools should be visited from time to time by ladies 
and gentlemen who take an interest in the work of the classes ; and it was in view 
of this that a Committee of Managers for each school was appointed in the latter 
pat of last year. It is a matter of great surprise to me that “ M. R.,” who pro- 
fewes to be a teacher-in the employ of the Association, should have adopted 
the wurse of drawing attention to supposed grievances by addressing a letter 
tyyou, and that the statements made in the letter were of a misleading nature. 
The Committee of the Association would never refuse to rectify an error if one 
tui been made. The proper course for your correspondent to adopt would have

Mr. Samuel's resort to offensive inuendo would be in itself sufficient reason 
for my declining further controversy with him, but as in addition to this he has 
utterly failed to effectively assail the position I maintained in my previous letter 
all necessity to do so ceases, 

My friend, Mr. Henry Hart, must forgive my saying that he misapprehends 
the point in dispute. The question involved is not as to the distribution of the 
voting power amongst the constituent synagogues of the United Synagogue ; such 
distribution can have no influence on the present: election, and could be in their 
case easily modified if considered desirable in the future. The principle of 
apportioning the voting power on the basis of numbers alone, if adopted in their 
case, would of necessity have to be extended to bodies outside the United Syna- 
gozue, with the quite possible result that when another vacancy occurred the 
2,000 heads of families represented by Mr. Montagu as comprising the Federation 
might be considerably increased. These, together with other bodies, making only 
trifling contributions in proportion to their numbers might so co-operate, that 
while bearing substantially the whole burden of the expense of the office, the 
constituent synagogues of the United Synagogue would be deprived of the con- 
trolling influence to which they are unquestionably entitled in deciding the 
appointment. 

This dangerous concession of the principle in question once made, would, I 
do not hesitate to say, be found practically impossible of withdrawal. There can 
be very little doubt, taking into account the difficulties to be surmounted, that the 
Council have adopted the course most consistent with the interests of the eom- 
munity as represented by the United Synagogue.

OBITUARY. 


MRS. HARRY HEILBUT. 


The sympathy of the entire community will be extended to the Rev. Dr. 
Adler and his brothers and sisters in the inexpressibly sad bereavement which 
has once again befallen them by the death of their youngest sister, Rebecca Judith, 
Mrs. Harry Heilbut of Amsterdam, which took place in that city on Monda 
morning. Scarcely have the thirty days of mourning expired for the late Mrs. N. 
M. Adler, when this fresh loss has overtaken the family, and if there can be any 
degree in their grief, it will be most poignant in the case of Mr. Elkan Adler and 
Mrs. M. L. Schaap, who have thus within a few weeks lost both mother and a 
Mrs. Heilbut has been snatched away at the premature 
age of 26 years, leaving a husband to whom she had been united but four years, 
and three infants, all boys, the youngest of whom was born last week. The 
youngest child of the late Chief Kabbi, she accompanied her parents to Brighton, 
and by the sweetness of her disposition and her cheerful temperament soothed 
and brightened what now and again appeared to one of so active a mind as the 
late Dr. Adler was, as a kind of exile. Indeed, the words which the late Baroness 
de Rothschild applied to her daughter Evelina, who, it will be remembered, 
passed away under similar tragic circumstances, — fitly be applied to her: 
‘Her beaming face, her sunny smile, her laughter-loving voice smoothed the 
brow of care ; her mirth, the constant flow of her high and happy spirits, seemed 
to diffuse an atmosphere of light and warmth, and to call forth all the 
smiles and singing echoes of gladness.” In 1887 she was united in marriage 
to Mr. Harry Heilbut, a merchant of Amsterdam. In the address delivered by 
her brother, Dr. Hermann Adler, he said: ‘‘ Dear sister, fair blossom of our 
parental home! It is stated in Holy Writ, that when a young prophet was sum- 
moned to enter upon a new career, he said: ‘Let me, I beseech thee, kiss my 
mother, then I will follow thee.’ You have faithfully and affectionately tended 
our aged parents. You have shed brightness and joy upon our house. This 
same sunshine, the divine blessing you have earned here, will irradiate the home 
you are about to enter.” These anticipations were fully realized. Every heart 


and home in Amsterdam, with which she came into contact, opened to the young 


and bright English-woman. After the birth of her third child, a few days 
ago, the young mother was unfortunately attacked by fever, and after bearing 
her sufferings with the piety which had been a prominent characteristic 
of her life, she breathed her last, as already announced above, on Monday 
morning. On the same day the new-born infant was received into the sacred 
covenant of Abraham, the pathetic prayer being added, “ May his mother 
rejoice in Paradise in the child of her affection.” She will be sorely missed 
in Amsterdam where in a short time she had made herself universally 
beloved on account of her bright disposition and amiable character. Mrs. Heilbut 
was buried on Wednesday in the Cemetery at Muiderberg, near Amsterdam, 
the chief mourners being the bereaved widower and Mr. Elkan Adler, who was 
present at his sister's death. A brother of Mr. Heilbut, we may mention 
is Professor of Fine Arts at Weimar. 


HERR MEYER COHN, OF BERLIN. 


Our Berlin correspondent writes: I deeply regret to announce the deceas, 
of one of the best and most highly esteemed Jews of Berlin. The “ Kéniglicher 
Geheimer Commerzienrath”” Meyer Cohn died at the age of 74 years, on Friday 
night, the 13th, after a short illness. Through his death, commerce loses one 
of its most able representatives,the Jewish community one of its most faithful 
advisers, the poor one of the greatest benefactors and an ever helping friend. 

The deceased was'in the best sense of the word a“ self-made man.” He 

was born at Bromberg (Posen) in 1817, and came in 1834 to Berlin as a com- 
positor. In 1842, Meyer Cohn gave up this handicraft, and entered the well- 
known and important Bank of I. Feig. He left in 1854, and started his own 
banking business, and through his unceasing industry and his exceptional ability, but 
especially through his integrity and fair dealing, his house became one of the most 
respected and important of the Berlin banking firms. His personal amiability 
and friendliness gained him many friends, even in the highest circles. The many 
honorary positions which he filled showed how highly he was appreciated, and 
the duties incumbent on him he carried out with the greatest zea! and fervour. 
. . Meyer Cohn himself, as well as his family, laid great store upon Judaism, 
aud this is best seen by his son, Rechstanwalt Dr. Heinrich Meyer Cohn, following 
in his father’s footsteps ; heis most active in the cause of Judaism, lecturing on 
behalf of the Scholarship Fund of the School for the Science of Judaism (Lehran- 
stalt fiir die Wissenschaft des Judenthums). It may also be mentioned that he 
wrote the excellent letter in reply to Miss France: Power Cobbe, on Vivisection, 
in the Jewish Chronicle of February 20th. | 

The funeral, which took place on Monday, evinced the high regard and 
general esteem in which the deveased was held. The burial service was conducted 
at his late residence, 11, Unter der Linden. It was attended by Count von 
Lehndorff (formerly Adjutant of the late Emperor William I.), Count Donhoff, 
Count Arnim-Boitzenburg, Count Reischach, Baron von Kramm, the Minister 
of Brunswick ; Justizrath Meyer, one of the Presidents of the Jewish communit 
and by many of the leading representatives of commerce and of benevolent insti- 
ttutions. Dr. Apolant, Minister of the Baruch Auerbach Orphan Asylum, delivered 
a toaching funeral oration, in which he gave a vivid picture of the charitable 


deeds of the deceased. An immense number of carriages followed the hearse to 
the cemetery.—Peace be to his ashes !

THE LATE DR. WINDTHORST.

Ludwig Windthorst, the most celebrated Parliamentarian in Germany, diag 

yesterday in his 80th year. The manifestations of sorrow exhibited by 4) 

litical parties and all denominations prove that Dr. Windthorst, although h, 
had many opponents within and without Parliament, still had no persong| 
enemies. Through his wisdom and eloquence he had gained for himself not op] 
the leadership of his own party, but of Parliament. He often defeated the 
Government by his tenacious struggle against the ‘““Maigesetze” (laws againg 
Catholics), and he—the “kleine Excellenz ’"—compelled ismarck—the Bron 
Excellenz,”—to withdraw these laws one after the other. W indthorst ought 
heroically for the Catholic religion and the Church, and deeply feeling the limita. 
tions which were laid. upon his religion and his coreligionists in Germany, he alg 
interposed for us Jews ; for his sense of justice was opposed to every restriction 
on account of religion. When Windthorst was Minister of Justice in Hanover 
in 1851-3 and 1862-5, he was the first Minister in Hanover (and Germany) who’ 
appointed Jewish assessors to be Judges. What Windthorst’s opinion wag 
shout us Jews and the agitation against us, he clearly expressed in the Prussian 
Diet (Abgeordneten-Haus), on November 20th, 1880, when he said : “ One of the 
chief points about which the Jews complain—and of which the have a right to 
complain—is, according to my mind, that in treating of their affairs, if one single 
Jew or a number of Jews commit anything which deserves to be censured, it jg 
looked upon as common and general to the whole of the Jewish community. 
This is entirely wrong and mosc unjust. If one has. to complain about a single 
individual or a number of men, one ought to judge this one or this number 
specially, but never put down the charge as general and offend all the Jews, 
amongst whom there are most honourable people. 

These are words, which deserve to be written in golden letters, which 
the anti-Semites would do well to take to heart, and for which Jews are ever 
grateful to Windthorst. Jews sincerely join in mourning the death of this 
excellent man. May the earth rest lightly upon him ! or

tained by Dr. Adler and his family by the death of Mrs. Harry Heilbut, and he 
that moved a letter of condolence be addressed to the widower, and to the members 
of the family in London. Mr. Oswald J. Simon seconded the motion, which was 

agreed to. 
. The CHAIRMAN moved a vote of condolence to the family of the late Sir 
William Kirby Green, the British Minister at Tangier. Mr. Sebag Montefiore and 
Mr. Leopold Schloss, who seconded the motion, bore testimony to the warm sympathy 
which Sir W. K. Green had shown for the unfortunate Jews in Morocco, and to the 
active and efficacious assistance he had on several occasions given in obtaining 
redress for their grievances. The motion was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. Oswald Simon, a vote of condolence was also passed to 
Mr. Lewis Emanuel on his recent bereavement. ir 

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) reported that the Rev. H. L. 
Price had been certified by the president as Registrar of Marriages at the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue. | 

A letter was read from Mr. B. Heyermans, complaining of reflections in 4 
Liverpool paper on the accuracy of Jewish registers of marriages. | 

Some discussion took place on the subject, and several proposals were made for 
dealing therewith, it being admitted by the solicitor and secretary that in some 
cases marriage registers were not properly kept. It was eventually resolved that 
the matter be brought up again at the next meeting. 

In accordance with previous notice, Mr. Oswald J. Simon moved the following 
addition to the Bye Laws of the board :—“ The Committee for Law, Parliamentary 
and General Purposes shall take into their earliest possible consideration all Bills 
introduced into Parliament that may affect Jewish interests, and shall report thereon 
to the Board from time to time, but shall have power to take such action as they 
may think fit in-any case in which they shall be of opinion that important interests 
might be prejudiced by delay.” Mr. Ellis A. Franklin seconded the motion. 

The proposal was opposed by Mr. H. H. Haldinstein and Mr. Leopold Schloss 
(who objected only to the latter portion of the motion), and supported by Mr. A. 
Levy. In view, however, of the small attendance of members, the further considera- 
tion of the matter, at the request of Mr. Oswald Simon, was adjourned to the next 
meeting. 

Mr ABRAHAM LEVY mentioned that an examination in Second Grade Perspective 
Drawing, under the auspices of the Science and Art Department, has been fixed for 
the hours of 7 till 8.30 on the evening of April 28th (the evening of the Seventh 
Day of Passover), and he suggested that steps should be taken to get the day or 
hour altered.

Mr. OswaLD J. SIMON said the question was one which did not belong onlyito 
the Portuguese congregation but to all English Jews.—(Applause.) The Bevis Marks 
Synagogue was bound up with the histcry of the re-settlement of the Jews in England. 
The building, which the Mahamad sought to destroy, was the oldest building con- 
nected with their history, which the Jews of England possessed. It was argued 
that they must submit to the exigencies of the times ; that the majority of the 
congregation no longer lived in proximity to the synagogues, and that, therefore, 
the building was no longer required. This he disputed, for if we admitted this 
principle tnere would not be a single monument of antiquity, nor an ancient 
athedral in existence. He instanced the cathedrals of York, Ipswich, Winchester, 
and other places, all of which at one time, in early history, had been centres of 
lage populations, but which were now merely secondary and unimportant towns, 
aid yet the old cathedrals were still maintained in all their ancient grandeur. The 
Christian communities in these cities did not submit to ‘the exigencies of the 
times” and ‘demolish their sacred edifices —(Applause.) It was well known that 
the Jews were often accus:d of being wayfarcrs—wandering Jews—having no per- 
manent settlement inthe cities of their adoption. It sbould be our endeavour to 
establish outward and visible signs of our permanence, and we could only do this 
by maintaining the buildings connected with our bistory—(Applause.) One of

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AN EVENING WITH THE « CHOVEVEI ZION.” |

The impartial spectator who was present at the Athenjum Hall, Tottenham 
Court Road, on Sunday evening, when the West End Branch of the Chovevei 
Zion Association held its fourth public meeting, must readily admit that the 
There can be no 
doubt of the earnestness of the men who have taken the matter in hand, and 
now that they have obtained the co-operation of so enthusiastic a “lover of Zion 
as Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid, whose knowledge of the Holy Land is of so thorough 
a character, there is reason to believe that the organisation will at no distant 
period assume practical form. The leaders of the West End Branch have at 
previous meetings enlisted the sympathies of well-known members of the 
community ; for their meeting on Sunday they went to the highest rung on 
the ladder, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart, M.P., having consented to preside over 
the gathering. The Hall was well filled by some hundreds of men, and not a 
small proportion of ladies, and the audience would have been sull greater had 
not the heavy rain deterred large ‘numbers of the East End adherents of 


Jewish Working Men’s Club still fresh upon them, from undertaking the journey 
westwards. The bulk of the audience struck one as being in fairly well off 
circumstances, and, what was of the utmost importance, it consisted largely of 
young men, many of them destined perhaps to become pioneers of the coloni- 
sation movement, which at the present moment is still a dream, but in judicious — 
hands is destined to become a reality. Mr. E, H. dAvigdor, who had spoken at 
the Working Men’s Club on Saturday evening, and is also identified with the West 
End Branch, had a hearty recognition on passing through the Hall. Sir Julian | 
Goldsmid, who soon followed his relative, was loudly cheered, and the applause 
became still greater when he took his place at the Chairman’s table, whereby 
his identity became apparent to that portion of the assembly to whom he was 
personally unknown. Colonel Goldsmid, who arrived while Mr. Snowman, the Hon. 
Secretary, was engaged in the discharge of formal business, received quite an ovation. 
Most of the addresses and particularly those of the three gentlemen just named were 
strongly to the joint, but one or two of the speakers, carried away by the 
impetuosity of their oratory, seemed altogether to have lost sight of the object 
of the gathering, and gave free rein to their feelings of abhorrence of persecution, 
and of persecution fn Kussia especially. One of these gentlemen even went so far as. 
to describe the Jews in Hungary as groaning under the yoke of thraldom and. 
persecution—an undeserved attack upon the benign rule of the Emperor-King. 
Francis Joseph. Sir Julian Goldsmid struck the proper keynote in urging 
caution upon the promoters of the movement. Mr. d’Avigdor (who spoke in. 
Gerinan in a graceful flow of language and witha remarkable purity of accent), 
followed up this advice by preaching the necessity of union, and Colonel’ Gold- 
smid enlarged on both these vital necessities. 
Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID, on rising to deliver his presidential address, was loudly 
cheered. He said that he understood the Chovevei Zion Association consisted of 
many hundreds of less fortunately situated Jews in London, who desired to 
establish colonies in: Palestine for the benefit of coreligionists who were oppressed | 
in Germany, in Poland, and in Russia. He took that opportunity of saying how 
strongly he felt on the question of the Russian persecution of the Jews. There was 
no doubt that the expression of opinion which had emanated from England had 
to a certain extent influenced for good the Government and Counsellors of the 
Russian Empire. (Cheers). By the action they were taking, the members of the 
Chovevei Zion Association proved that they all belonged to the great Jewish 
race which had set an example to the rest of the people on this earth. Conse- 
quently he warmly appreciated the movement, as showing the regard for the 
ancient traditions of Judaism which characterised the Association. Colonisation, he. 
would warn them, was no easy matter. He had had something to do with a com- 
mittee that controlled the colonisation of Russian Jews in the New World, and he: 
kuew tue difficulties that had to be encountered even with the aid of the splendid 
liberality of the English people. The Association had taken up a grand and 
noble cause. The members desired to bear the expenses of the movement, and to 
establish at their own cost acolony in Judea. He had been in the land, and 
knew they had a difficult task before them. It was no longer “a land over- 
flowing with milk and honey.” When land was allowed to return to its primitive 
condition, all traces of cultivation rapidly disappeared ; it was consequently not 
surprising that in the course of time the soil appeared to be ungrateful and pro- 
duced nothing. But judging by the success of the Jewish Agricultural Colony 
in Jaffa, of the German colony in the same place, and other Jewish colonies 
elsewhere, it seemed that the ancient fertility of the soil still existed. Those, 
however, who went out as pioneers,would not find anything ready to their hands for 
the purpose of makiug homes. In the backwoods of America and in Canada 
the two most important necessities, timber and water, were to hand in abundance, 
but he feared that in many parts of Palestine there was neither timber nor 
water. Supposing, however, the difficulties were surmounted, and energetic men 
supplied with the tirst necessities of life set out to turn over the soil and sow the 
crops, they would have to await the passing of many months, perhaps even of 
years, betore anything real was accomplished. He said this not to discourage 
them, but to point out the difficulties of the situation. The people who were to 
go out, must be young and vigorous,—no families should go in the first instance 
‘—and be prepared to put up with great inconvenience and discomforts. The 
question of money, comparatively speaking, held only a secondary position, for 
what they chiefly required was strong arms and stout hearts. They would have 
these advantazes over pioneers in the discovery of new countries, that they 
would not encounter terrible animals or hostile human imbhavitants, and they 
would be under the protection of a humane Government, that of Turkey, which 
placed the Jews on the same footing as Mahomedans. (Cheers). They would 
have nevertheless to struggle ; many of them had to struggle even in En land, 
but the battle of life was less hard when it was known that they lived on a 
footing of equality with their fellow countrymen of another creed. The Jews 
owed a great debt to England, its Government and people, which they ought to 
Tecognise. But many of their coreligionists came from countries where the duty 
of giving equal rights to all subjects was ignored. Hence he could imagine why so 
many turned with longing eyes towards Judea. He would be glad when he could see 
Judea populated by industrial, intelligent and energetic Jews. Give them equality, 
and they would be in a position not only to devote their ability to business, but 
also to serve the best interests of the country. If they looked to Spain in the 
‘ Middle Ages, they saw that the greatest statesmen, scholars, medical men aad 


scientists were Jews. In England there was hardly one of the learned pro- 
fessions that was not adorned by Jews, 


ns n He was glad to see that through the 
Association the ability of young men was being directed into a noble channel, 
thereby showing themselves worthy of their great descent, and of the obligations 
resting upon them as Jews.

As soon as the laws of the Association were settled al 
the Lodges in London should be united. He hoped even to see Christian Lodges 
willing to assist the cause hereafter. They required large sums of money, even 
for small beginnings, and trustworthy agents must be obtained. He was glad to 
assure Sir Julian Goldsmid that the difficulties about timber and water were no 
so serious as they appeared. There was a large part of Palestine, especially 
beyond Galilee, which was well watered, and where there was no water, well 
could easily be sunk. The want of timber was no drawback, because the best 
building stone was to be found in abundance.

It contains a foretaste of a bighly 
remarkable paper which Mr. Hechler proposes to submit to the next Orientalist 
Congress in London, Ever since his student days he has been seeking for the key 
to harmonise the dates of the Kings of Judah and Israel, given in the Bible, and 
the dates of the Kings of Babylon, Assyria, Egypt, and Persia. As he observed 12 
the course of his lecture: “Whoever has carefully studied the histories of the 
ancient empires must be struck by the wonderfully truth-like appearance of the 
chronological and synchronistic data. No historian has ever ventured to give such 
a large number of dates as the Bible, which are made to synchronise with the ~ 
of kings of other nations, thereby enabling accurate control. Thus the kings? 
Judah are made to synchronise with the kings of Israel, and many of be 
Assyria, Egypt, and Persia.” At the last Orientaliste’ Congress in Vienna, 
learned gentleman presented the first part of his reeearches, extending over twenty 
years. After another five years of arduous work he proposes submitting to the nex 
Congress in London his complete charts, showing the history of the world - 
Adam to Christ.

Til NEW MINISTER OF PUBLIC WORSHIP IN 
GERMANY. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. ! 


[t is a curious coineilence, that at the same time as Dr.Windthorst’s death, a 
change has occurred in the person of the Minister of Public Worship and 
Instruction (Cultus Minister). Minister Von Gossler, from whom Windthorst 
gained the greatest concessions for the Catholic Church, has handed in his 
resignation, which has been accepted. The Minister of Public Worship and 
Instruction is for us Jews of the highest importance, for his duties consist not 
only in suverintending religion and the church, but the schools also are under his 
control, Dr. Von Gossler took np, on the whole, a friendly attitude towards the 
Jews. He contirmed the appointment of two Jewish Professors as Rectors of 
Universities in Halle and Konigsberg, and in the debate on schools in March of 
last year, he ultimately opposed Sticker’s motion. The latter spoke about the 
preponderance of Jewish pupils at the High Schools, and on the first day of the 
debate, the Minister Von Gossler did not oppose him, but on the second day he 
proposed limitations. aad when the same debate took place in the House of Lords 
(Herren-Hans) the Minister of Public Worship and Instruction, said “ I consider 
it inpossible, according to our development, and without legal changes, that the 
administration of instruction conld be conducted from another standpoint. We 
therefore kecp tirmly to this, that in no place, in a school, may a child be refused 
adinittance on account of its religion.” | 

This was such a clear rebuff to the anti-Semites, and embittered them so 
much against him, that Boekel in the Reichsherold (his newspaper) asserted 
‘“ Minister Von Gossler might be of Jewish origin.” This is one of many 
anti-Semitic lies. We fervently hope, that the recently appointed Minister of 
Public Worship and Instruction, Count Von Zadlitz-Triitzschler, who is said to ba 
a very clever and high-minded man, will follow in the footsteps of his prede- 
cessor, Von Gossler, who showed, through his proposil of the new law for 
primary Schools (vide Jewish Chronicle, January 25rd), that he considered 
Persons of every religious denomination entitled to equal rights.

brethren allover the world. But the depth of his enthusiasm fur the Jewish 
cause has been strikingly revealed of late by the indignant protests which 


have been extorted from him by the unbappy lot of the Russian Jews. It is . 


not surprising—though it is none the less gratifying—to find him 


presiding over an assemblage of his brethren, gathered together to 


promote at one and the same time the well-being of their downtrodden 
brethren in Russia and the colonisation of the Holy Land. The 
sentiment which gives to the Chovevei Zion Society its title and its 
characteristic aim has with good cause an attraction for practical 
philanthropists. We may well argue that so deeply rooted an enthusiasm for 
the regeneration of Palestine is something to be reckoned with. The right 
policy to adopt is not to laugh at it or to ignore it, but to recognise it fully 
and generously, and to direct it into safe and practical channels. The mem- 


bers of the Chovevei Zion Society are determined to help some of their — 


brethren in Russia to settle in the Holy Land, and it is the part both of 
philanthropy and statesmanship to encourage them to carry out their 
resolve under the conditions that are most calculated to ensure good 
results. | | 

But even if this passion for Palestine were a sentiment merely, without 
promise of deliverance for oppressed Jewish populations, it would still be 
entitled to respect and countenance. There is something pathetic in an 
enthusiasm which binds the Jewish toiler of London to the historic soil 
where the great drama of his people’s past was enacted, which fills his mind 
with dreams of a new and a joyous life for the land that has so long lain 


desolate, which impels him to devote a part of the pittance he earns by 


hard work to a movement that aims at making those dreams a reality. 
That the sentiment has its practical influence upon tie character of those 
who cherish it is unquestionable. A pure ideal is a blessing, whoever possesses 
it; but it is an especially blessed gift when those who enjoy it are 


subject to the temptations, the debasing touch, of poverty. Love for Pales- 


tine, the hope that one day her former glory will be given back to her—this 
is asentiment that has helped to save the downtrodden Jew from utter 


demoralisation in the past, and is aiding to preserve him from it at this 


very day. It lifts the Jewish toiler of the East End for a moment 
out of his lower self and his squalid surroundings ; it ennobles 
and gladdens him. If only for a brief instant, now and again, 
it transfigures his life.. He is no longer the sweated tailor of grimy 
Whitechapel ; he is a freeman of the great Jewish State that is once more 
established in the fair land of Israel. He sees this joy, too, des- 
cending on those who need it most of all—on the persecuted mem- 
bers of his race, who are not even allowed to be miserable in safety, 
whose scanty bread is made a thousandfold more bitter by the cruel 
enmity of those who should protect them. Even they who cannot share 


the vision must at least be moved by it. The would-be ‘ Jewish Ambas- 
} sador in Paris” cannot fail to do homage to an optimism which makes the 


humblest Jew nobler than his surroundings, and imparts to him a distinction 
which is denied to his neighbours. The Jewish workman knows that his ideal 


is far off, but he cherishes it none theless. He fears that it will not be realised — 


in his days ; but he persists in hoping in its realisation for the eake of his 
children or bis children’s children, and for the, sake, too, of his sorrowing 
brethren who groan under the yoke of tyranny. His ideal makes him a 
better man than his neighbour, because a more refined, a more con- 
tented, a more peaceful man. His belief in the future of his people helps to 
render the hardships of his life more tolerable, and supplies a preferable alter- 
native to the wild dreams of the socialist. The few Jews who affect the 
revolutionary clubs of the East End are pronounced unbelievers. They 


| have parted with their religious ideal. 


If it is only because of the beauty of the hope andits gracious influence 
upon those who cherish it, all such societies as the Chovevei Zion 
would deserve sympathetic recognition. But the practical results are by 
no means to be despised. The problem presented by the unhappy condition 
of the Russian Jews is ever tefore us ; and no movement is to be contemned 
which promises, in however small a degree, to attenuate its proportions. 
Colonisation of Palestine is a step which has been strenuously supported by 
the Jewish Chronicle for many years. Long before the Chovevei Zion 
Society came into existence, we insisted upon the inclusion of the idea in the 
domain of practical politics. We have the more reason now to advocate this 


| colonisation, seeing that in the Holy Land there are already planted Jewish 


colonies which have practically proved their right to exist ; have transformed 
the mere pious wish into a successful reality. From the economic point of 
view, Palestine, as a sphere of colonisation, may be inferior to Manitoba. 


1 But colonisation in Palestine is, for other reasons, dear to the Jewish heart | 


not least dear to the Russian Jews; and the sentiment must be turned to 
account. To promote the movement for re-peopling the Holy Land does not 
necessarily entail the neglect of opportunities of colonisation else-

MANCHESTER, 


- The Fifty-second Annual Report of the Manchester Jews’ Schools states that 
the work done has been fully up to the standard of former years, and an advance 
has even: been made on the exeellent results of previous examinations, The results 
of the examination of the boys’ school show an advanee of 2 per cent. over those’ of 
the last, thus proving that the confidence of the Education Department in passing 
over its examination for one year was not misplaced. Each of the three depart- 
ments gained the * excellent merit” grant, and the reports of H.M. Inspector on 
the work and tone of the school shows that the institution fully maintaing its 
prestige. Equally gratifying was the report of the Rev. G. J. Emanuel on the 
examination in Hebrew and religion. During the repairs to the school, owing to a 
fire in the upper part of the buildings, the educational work was carried on at great 
inconvenience, but this was partly reduced through the generous action of the 
Manchester Old Hebrew Congregation, whose executive placed the basement of their 
Synagogue at the disposal of the managers. The ‘pupils continue to increase so 
rapidly that the numbers have reached the limit of the additional accommodation 
provided in 1887. The numbers on the books on January 31st were 747 boys, 
751 girls, and 547 infants. As the result of the Drawing Examination in the Bays’ 
School, the award was raised from “ good” to “excellent.” The teaching of draw- 
ing, together with that of cookery. has been introduced into the Girls’ School. The 
Committee have had under consideration the introduction of manual work in the 
Boys’ School, and plans and estimates were prepared, but they felt.bound to defer 
its adoption in view of the large initial expense and subsequent cost. The teaching of 
swimming has been continued in the Boys’ School, and of physical exercises inythe 
Girls’ School. The School Savings’ Bank increases its sphere of usefulness, and is 
not only used by the pupils, while in school, but even after they have begun work. 
The balance-sheet shows an income of £4,138, of which £490 was derived: from 
subseriptions, £507 from donations. £1.735 Goverament Grant, and £743 sehool 
fees, the latter item meluding £67 from the Board of Guardians... The expenditure 
amounted to £3,926.

There can be no nobler work than that on which vou are engaged, and for which the 
clergy raise their voices and find a place in their hearts. Those orphaned children 
whom the house of Israel has adopted will thanks to your beneticence give a 
good account of themselves when in after days they are engaged in the battle 
of life, and become an honour to the people from whom they sprang. Those 
children who but for your institution would have joined the dismal army of 
waifs and strays will be the best ornaments of the community at large and a 
credit to society.—(Cheers.)

Trying and arduous 
as are the duties of a conscientious Jewish clergyman, it is a cheering 
encouragement to him that there is not denied to him and his colleagues 
such generous recognition and support as stimulates entire body to per- 
form work, which if relying only on their own feeble endowments they would 
not be able to accomplish. Therefore on behalf of the Jewish clergy, and parti- 
cularly on behalf of our eminent chief, I beg to thank you for the cordial 
reception you have given to the toast, and I promise you that our efforts to swell 
your subscription list will not relax but will be strengthened on account of the 
indulgence you have shown to us. (Cheers.) | 
Lord RoruscniLp, in proposing “ Prosperity to the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum,” said: It is not my intention to weary you with statistics, as I 
have inadvertently left at home the copious notes with which your President, Dr. 
Behrend, furnished me.—(Laughter), I shall therefore be able to tell you but 
little of the charity, and that little you know full well yourselves. On occasions 
like the present when I preside at festivals I have always felt it my duty to 
apologise for taking the chair, and the reason is not far to seek. When I 
generally preside at similar gatherings, it is for the sake of charities and institu- 
tions with which Iam connected ; and I should not have ventured among you 
this evening but for the pressing invitation I received from my old and valued 
friend Mr. Maurice Hart, who told me, what1 hope has been the case, that my 
presence would be a benefit to your-institution.—(Hear, hear.) I came here with 
great pleasure for various reasons apart from the special merits of the charity. 
Perhaps my views of charities in general are not orthodox and not in accord with 
those who hold to the strict meaning of the word rachmonus. But I have 
watched with pleasure over the success of the institution of late years, because 
its managers adopted a wise principle when they amalgamated thetwo institutions, 
and did away with the necessity of too frequent appeals to the charity of the 
Jewish community.—(Cheers). [ have watched with interest over this Asylum, 
for I think it appeals more powerfully to your generosity and your sympathy 
than does any other charity, because it is the only recognised institution wherein 
our waifs and strays, who formerly found their way into workhouses, and pos- 
sibly into reformatories, can be brought upas Jews and Jewesses.—(Hear, hear): 
Ihave watched over this institution, and I rejoice in its success, because from its 
peculiar character it appeals to the symp ‘hies of the managers, and carries out 
the principles I have endeavoured tocarryou 'sewhere. It is perhaps a misfortune 
asregards many institutions that there is no lividuality im those whom they 
help to succour. Ina large school the individua ‘ildren are unknown, and the 
managers have to appeal to the public on the merits {the successes achieved at 
the Government Examinations. In the case of a Hopital, the governing body 
dazzles the subscribers by the number of operations successfully performed and 
by the number of patients it has cured. In the Norwood Asylum, the 


_ managers are not only interested in the individual children collected within its 


walls, but are able to look after them when apprenticed, and to take care that 
their future life is watched. It will be satisfactory to you, I think, to learn when 
the Treasurer reads out the subscriptions, that the amount collected exceeds 
£4,000, which will go towards meeting the expenses for the next three years. 
Under ordinary circumstances I should have been fully satisfied with this 
on Friday last, a gentleman of 
the Jewish faith (Mr. Samuel Montagu) who is intimately con- 
nected with most Jewish charities, seconded a motion which, if 
successful, and it may be successful hereafter, would deprive the institu- 
tion of a considerable portion of its revenue. In advocating the taxation of 
ground rents, Mr. Montagu must have been oblivious of the fact that a great 
portion of the income of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum came from 


ground rents, so that if the motion were carried into effect the charity would lose 


£350 a year, and its managers would have to collect triennially not £4,000 but 
£5,000. Ihave perhaps gone out of my way in mentioning this matter, but I 
could not resist the temptation of calling attention to this small political fact.— 
( Laughter.)—I will now ask you to drink to the prosperity of the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum, and I will further ask you to contribute largely to its 
resources, so as to enable it to achieve even more in the future than it has in the 
past.—( Loud cheers.)

He showed tha; th 
suggestion advocated by Mr. Gladstone, that all men of wealth should form then, 
selves into a beneficent society, binding themselves in honour to devote from year 
to year a certain fixed proportion of their profits to the service of God and the 
good of their neighbours, was but an olden lesson under a new name; the lessoy 
enforced by the Prophet in the words: ‘‘ The silveris mine,and the gold is mine 
saith the Lord of Hosts,” and tanght in the Pentateuch in the various enactment 
concerning tithes. In proceeding to plead for the Jews’ Hospital and Orphay 
Asylum, he referred to a visit he had recently paid to that Institution ; how grat. 
fied he had been at noting the order, method and discipline pervading every 
department ; how delighted he had been to see the ruddy cheeks and chubby faces 
of the children, glowing with health and beaming with contentment, 
striking contrast to the pale cheeks and pinched faces too often me 
with in our London Schools. But at the same time the reflection 
pressed itself strorigly upon him, that the Institution had not kept pace with the 
growth of the community. In 1881 there were 212 inmates in the house ; sinc 
then the number of poor toilers in our midst had trebled,but the increase in the 
number of pupils had been barely 60. What object could be dearer to the philan- 
thropist than to aid in taking a goodly number of our poor caildren from their 
homes of darkness and squalid surroundings, and enabling them throughout their 
lives to inhale a pure physical and moral atmosphere, so that a hardier and nobler 
race might grow up in our midst. Would that our men of wealth were impressed 
with their responsibilities in this respect ! 


BERKELEY STREET. 


At the close of his sermon on Saturday the Rev. A. Lowy made the following 
appeal :— 

On this Sabbath a congenial duty devolves on those Jewish Ministers, who have 
to address their congregations in the sevéral Metropolitan Synagogues. They have 
been requested to direct charitable attention to the wants and merits of that great 
Jewish Institution the Orphan Asylum at Norwood. In this Synagogue, whow 
members rank high in the support of Jewish and other charitable institutions, it 
might seem needless to make a special appeal on behalf of the well-managed Orphan 
Asylum. Yet, however pleasant it may be to notice the heartiness and generosity 
of sympathy or the ‘unanimity with which our members as well asthe benevolentmem- 
bers of other synagogues consider the great necessity to givea good home, a healthy 
home, an educational home to the fatherless and motherless Jewish children, it still 
remains an imperative duty to make further provision for the satisfactory main- 
tenance of the great Orphanage. A public appeal in aid of the funds of that 
Institution must be attended to, and there dare be no finality, no hesitancy in 
adding good deeds unto former useful acts of charity. The Orphan Asyium # 
Norwood labours under an annual deficit of £1,500. . Yet the call upon the Jewish 
public for fresh help is made only once in three years, Surely the debt which has 
to be incurred must be covered. Children otherwise admissible must not be shut 
out in the cold, while the Orphan Asylum is for a time in financial difficulties 
Without at any time denuding ourselves of our last penny, we should always 
respond opportunely and cheerfully to the demands which destitution makes upon 
our sympathy. So long as in our resources the limits of elasticity are not over 
passed, it is a pious satisfaction to stand promptly and helpfully in the serried ranks 
of our Jewish bestowers of charity. On the present occasion, when the trienoial 
dinner in aid of the Norwood Asylum is to be given, we may do a treble service 
repair the impoverished financial status of the Asylum. We may give our aidi- 
tional mite, and at the same time urge our friends, both the young and the old, to # 
a good example and send further donations to the Treasurers of the Orphan Asylum! 
No Sabbath can be spent more religiously, more advantageously, than in pleading 
for those who have lost their parents and whom the community stands pledged 
bring up in the way which honours God and man. This appeal goes also to mal) 
Jewish children who, by their gifts to the fund of the Asylum, can make an offer 
ing of thanksgiving for being blessed with delightful homes and who happily 
escape the troubles and B pate which threaten the poor bereft little ones evel 
in the morning hours of their existence. Children, ask your brothers, your sisters, 
your friends to go in hand with you, and never forget to give a portion of your 
pocket-money in order to relieve the poverty of the young and helpless poor. Divi 
carefully what you can spare and bestow a portion on the Orphan School, a porto 
on our Free Schools, and a portion on our Board of Guardians. This pubiic appeal 
will not fall upon deaf ears. The most striking feature in the Jewish community 
is the maintenance of our benevolent institutious ; and so long as this co-operate? | 
in wise and merciful action will endure, and endure it will throughout our pee 
our internal prosperity will be secured.

When both parents were alive there was never 
gore than enough for them and their household. But now, what remained for the 
mrrivor todo? Should the mother beg or slave for bread! Who would then look 
sfter the little ones? Should the father clumsily attempt the maternal tasks, 
order the home, and attend to the hundred wants of childhold ? Then he must 

‘ect his work, and miss the wages of his work, So that whichever way one 
tarned, there was no outlook but gloom and sorrow. 

Then, too, there were cases which need not be more distinctly specified, where, 
though the parents were nominally living, they were so far as their relation to their 
children was concerned. to all intents and purposes dead, or worse than dead. All these 
various cases demanded something more than a ele em tear. The committee of the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum interpreted their functions in no narrow sense, 
and with tras wislom and mercy included many kinds of bereaved and helpless 
children within the sphere of their benevolent action.

The Rev. Julins A. Gouldstein preached from the text, Prov. xxii. verse 9, on 
“Charity among the Jews,” and made aspecial appeal on behalf of the Norwood Orphan 
Asylum. [tis borne out, he said, by fact and truth that the Law of Moses is not in- 
diferent to that sweetness of dieposition and grandeur of character, we are 
tauntingly told is the special teaching of another creed.

BIRMINGHAM. 


The Rev. G. J. Emanuel took as the text of his sermon on behalf of the Jews 
Hospital, Job xxix.216. He said: The highestimation (as given in Psalms 
x. 14 and lxviii. 6) of the nobility of power when employed in protecting and 
helping the weak is in accord with the two great principles on which Judaism is 
founded—the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Man. These were em- 
phatically declared by Malachi, in words worthy to be written in letters of gold, or 
better to be engraved on every human heart, “ Have we not all one Father? Has 
not one God created us?” These principles run throughout our Scriptures; they 
are the basis of all our legislation, and they are shown most conspicuously in the 
laws thet direct the relations which should exist between the rich and the poor. 
It is said of a French Abbé, who was preaching on behalf of a charitable institu- 
tion, that he so moved his audience that they emptied their purses into the collect- 
ing plates, and even stripped themselves of their jewels and ornaments. And yet 
the preacher had only made known to his hearers the Jewish laws concerning the 

or. These laws are full of injunctions to treat the stranger, the widow and the 
atherless with tenderness and consideration. God, said Mr. Emannel, has 
laid upon us this charge, not only in His law, but in our hearts too, 
by inspiring us with pity and compassion for them. I plead to-day on behalf 
of all these classes of unfortunate beings. To-day from every Jewish pulpit 
throughout the British Islands, an appeal is being made on behalf of an 
institution known as the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. It takes 
children, most of them fatherless or motherlees, and some bereft of both 
parents, at a tender age, saves them from the perils of the streets, trains them, 
and fits them to be useful members of society. Indirectly it aids unfortunate 
mothers, deprived of their husbands, because it relieves them of the labour and 
expense which each of these children imposes upon them. And it helps the 
stranger, for the large majority of the children supported in the institutjon are born 
in foreign lands or of foreign parents. Although the asylum isin London, it is as 
much a Birmingham as a London institution ; for last year out of 38 inmates 


belonging to the provinces, six came from this town, and cost the Charity at the 


rate of £300 ayear. We here are not in the habit of throwing our burdens upon 
the shouldess of others ; but apart from this, who will not admit that it is the duty 
of everyone tohelp in the support of orphan children. We here have recognised 
this duty by forming an Orphan Aid Society, in addition t» the direct subscriptions 
on the part of a number of members of this congregation to the Asylum. I would 
appeal especally for au increase in the number of regular supporters tothe Charity. 
In Exodus xxii, 22, the Almighty solemnly warns us against committing injustice 
against cr oppressing the helpless widow or orphan. May we not believe that the 
orphan imploring God’s blessing on his benefactor will assuredly be heard, and 
that the Most Merciful will not forget those who have shown mercy to His necessi- 
tous children. 


BELFAST. 

In the course of a vigorous appeal for the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum 
the Rev. B. H. Rosengard dwelt on the increased boons which this admirable insti- 
tion confers on the poor, needy and helpless nembers of the community. He said : 
We now have to face a pressing problem, inasmuch as the Jewish National Asylum 
is struggling with grim adversity in the shape of financial shoricomings. This 
institution serves the highest philanthropic purposes, and as such its claims to un- 
stinted and lideral support, are irresistible. It is beyond doubt a_ sacred 
duty upon the community to come to its immediate rescue and afford it such 
pecuniary aid consistent with its sapreme importance, so that it shall be placed — 
on a footing of independence, otherwise its humane aad beneficial aspirations will 
be lamentably curtailed, if not partially arrested. 


BRIGHTON. 


The Rev. A. C. Jacobs preached at Brighton on the text, “‘ Train up child in 
the way he should go,” &c. The preacher made a forcible appeal in behalf of the 
charity, of which he said English Jews hai reason to be proud. Provincial help 
should be given as children from the provinces wére admitted to the Institution. 
As a result of the sermon a local “Orphan Aid Society” has been formed, and 
already nearly 50 members have joined. 

CORK. 

On Sabbath last, the 14th inst., in compliance with the suggestion of the Rev 
Dr, Adler, to advocate the claims of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the 
Rev. J. E. Myers, minister of the Cork Hebrew Congregation, preached a sermon 
from the text, “ He who giveth to the poor lendeth to the Lord.” After dilating on 
the various phases of charity and the different modes of administering it, 


the rev. lecturer said that on that day he had been requested to plead for the 
funds of an institution, the usefulness of which needed no comment from him, and
